It is to be recalled that on April 17, 1961, 
an unsuccessful attempt was made by apti-Castro Cuban 
exiles under the general rt 4 £ the Revolution- 
ary Council, of which Dr. Jos iro €ardona is President, 
to liberate Cuba from thé Cémmmist regime of Fidel Castro. 
Fidel Castro publicly announced that his forces had cap- 
tured approximately twelve hundred men of the liberation 
forces who landed at Bahia de Cochinos (Bay of Pigs). 





At 6:40 a.m. on May 20, 1961, Mr. Jules Dubois, 
Coral Gables, Florida, who is the Miami correspondent 
for the “Chicago Herald Tribune," advised that at 6:00. a.m. 
that day, he received a long distance telephone call, 
collect, from Havana, Cuba. “recognized the eaiten 
as a fetend of his, Ulise: arbpo, who had been taken 
prisoner by the Castro forces at Bahia de Cochinos. 
Carbo told Mr. Dubois that he and nine other prisoners, 
all captured at the same place, were being sent by plane 
to the United States by Fidel Castro as a committee of 
ten to negotiate with the United States Government for 
the exchange of United States tractors and bulldozers 
for the prisoners captured during the April 17th 
liberation attempt. Carbo mentioned that this was the 
plan which Castro had revealed during a speech the pre- 
ceding night in Cuba.
